fol Apparitivns,to hear the ſadcriesand dilmal come 
plaints of Men Women and Children ready to pe- 
riſ-for want of Bread, muſt certainly be an obj. 
of pitty enough to affeA the moſt obduratc heart ,, all 
kind of uſual meat was waſted,. herbs and roots, de 
voured not out of a wanton delicacy as belgre, bur 
for pure neceſſity. Ar laft they fell to kill thc ir Horſes 
and mules drefling their Dogs and Cooking their 
Cars,and thoſe niceStomacks that within theſe -Twel- 
ve-moneths were wont torranfack the elements. to 
ratiſyche Luxury of thcir infatiatc palatesand ſcarce 
hoogh any thing that Earth or water or air could. 
yeild, daintie enongh to pleaſe their Appetite, could. 
now with a ravenons delightfecd ona peice of Car- . 
rion, and eſteery 2 difh of Rats and Mice a moſt res 
liſhing repaſt, nay- would have. thought thcmſejves:... 
happy i they could but have had their Bellys full of - 
fuch Cheer. For by a ſevere otder every man was _ 
ſinted hisQuantity how much he ſhould cat in a day, 
which it was death for him to execed,ro ſuch an cx- 
tremity of wants they were reduced that they Con 
monly Eat leather, and Hydes,even after they had 
lain a longtime inthe tan fats, and cven this wretch- 
ed fare was ſo ſcarce thatthere was not above an ounce 
and an half or two ounces at moſt afforded for x. 
man or Woman for a whole day; In this deplorable 
caſe they Continued a conſiderable time, having 
nothing 
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nothing to live upon but hope, waich being.i ir "(el 
now grown almoſt helpleſs, was at laſt anſwered 
with releif: For on the 12th of Fe brat) lalt palt;
